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given to the numerous details of the Society’s office ; 
and the Committee, in effect, has been constantly in 
session, which is an advantage peculiar to Institu- 
tions whose operations are so far extended as to de- 
mand the employment of permanent officers, to 
devote their whole time to their work. 

This Committee were bound by the terms of their 
appointment to enter into the labours of the U. D. M. 
S., and to assumé the responsibility of its previous 
engagements. There were, accordingly, on the 
books of the Society, at the commencement of the 
year, 122 congregations to which aid had been 
pledged, and 104 ministers, the period of whose en- 
gagements had not yet been fulfilled. Of these, 58 
have been reappointed, and are still in the service of 
the Society, together with 65 who have been receiv- 
ed as missionaries within the year, making the whole 
number of congregations and missionary districts 
aided since the institution of the Society 196, and 
the number of ministers employed, 169. 

The following is a full list of the congregations, 
and fields of labour to which the names of the So- 
ciety’s missionaries and agents are annexed, in alpha- 
betical order, together with the number of months 
for which the Committee has become responsible 
that the ministrations of the gospel may be regularly 
enjoyed at each station, and the proportion of aid 
granted in the support of each missionary, viz:
